FiftiethAnniversaryWill 
Be Year to Remember

The Twin Pines office of 
Community Savings and 
Loan, along with seven other 
branches, reopened as Mel¬ 
lon Bank (MD) on Wednes¬ 
day, May 14. With extra 
staff and extended hours, 
coffee and cookies, and the 
friendly face of almost 200 
years of retail banking rep¬ 
resented in the person of re¬ 
tiree Don Whitehead, Mellon 
put itself out to make its 
Greenbelt customers feel at 
ease about their deposits. 

While the line of customers 
did wend its way in and out 
the propped-open doors all morn¬ 
ing, the length of time required 
to explain about new products 
caused the line, not the number 
of people. By 12:30 p.m. the end 
of the line was inside and by 
4 p.m. the line was one person. 
Business picked up again with 
the after-work crowd. 

Those in the bank Wednesday 
afternoon responded to several 
questions put to them by this 
reporter: Are you here to take 
money out or put it in? What 
do you think about Mellon ? How 
do you feel about having access 
to your money again ? Here are 
the responses in the order in 
which they were received. 

Interviews 

“Pm satisfied. Pm not going to 
take my money out/’ said a 
three-year customer with two 
IRA's who was “here to sign 
some forms. Pm happy that Mel¬ 
lon is here, looks as good as or 
better. . . He was surprised 
not to find a “long line out the 
door and around the corner." 

“Pll leave my money here for 
now. IPs like after a plane crash, 
for a while the safety measures 
are enhanced."

A man in a dark suit headed 
over to see who was talking with 
the customers. A Mellon name 
tag read Don Whitehead. Fifty- 
ish, friendly and a life-long Mel¬ 
lon employee, now retired. White¬ 
head was asked by Mellon to 
spend a week at Greenbelt. “To 
lend credibility and moral sup¬ 
port," he said, to show people 
that Mellon's been in this busi¬ 
ness a long time. He could an¬ 
swer questions about the new 
products for people standing in 
line. Mostly he was there “to 
talk to people/ he said, “make 
their wait more pleasant.” 

“Pm leaving my money in," 
said two college students who 
were taking out just enough to 
pay off some debts, mostly to 
their parents. “IPs good they 
didn’t have all their money here,"

Increased Staff and Insurance Costs 
Asked for in Public Works Budget

The Public Works depart¬ 
ment budget proposed by 
city manager James K. 
Giese calls for increased 
staffing and for several 
road and sidewalk improve¬ 
ment projects. Expenditures 
of $1,102,100, as compared 
with $919,600 budgeted and 
$1,125,800 actually spent in 
the 1985/86 fiscal year, 
would be partially offset by 
trash collection revenues of 
$275,000. The proposed bud¬ 
get was discussed at a city 
council worksession on Mon¬ 
day, May 12. 

Personnel Increases 
Five new full-time employees 


will be hired in the 1986/87 fiscal 
year. The horticulturalist on the 
Parks Crew was authorized, but 
not hired last year. In addition, 
one full-time position authorized 
last year was filled instead with 
a part-time employee. This ar¬ 
rangement has proved satisfac¬ 
tory and will be continued, so 
that the net increase will be four 
and one-half employees ( over last 
year. 

Four of the new employees 
will work on the Parks Crew. The 
other full-time position will be 
an administrative assistant, with 
a starting pay of $19,700, for the 
office of the Director of Public 
Works, 

This new employee will be re¬ 
sponsible for the implementation 
of a computerized record keep¬ 


ing system; various budgeting 
and planning duties; and han¬ 
dling citizen inquiries and com¬ 
plaints. 

The General Crew will he split 
into two crews, ,with no change in 
staffing. The new General Crew 
will be responsible for street 
maintenance and repair while the 
Special Details Crew will deal 
with traffic signs and signals, line 
painting, maintenance of park 
fixtures and leaf and brush re¬ 
moval. 

Total salary costs, much of 
which is charged to the other 
departments for which the work 
is done, are $822,200 under the 
proposed budget, as compared 
with $734,150 budgeted and $670,. 
000 spent in the ’85-’86 fiscal

Museum 

Just a few months ago, a 
Greenbelt museum was just a 
dream. Now it has a planning 
and organization committed and 
a fund-raising body, has held a 
successful gala, raised $10,000, 
and has a possible location in a 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) 
housing unit. The use of a GHI 
home as a museum site was ap¬ 
proved at the annual GHI meet¬ 
ing on May 14. This action has 
cleared the way for the city and 
the museum committee to plan 
for its purchase and use. Dorothy 
Sucher, who served as co-chair¬ 
person of the museum committee 
and as president of the fund- 
raising body. Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum (FOGM), has 
resigned because of out-of-town 
commitments. She is succeeded 
by Mary Lindstrom. who con¬ 
tinues as co-chairperson of the 
museum committee and Linda 
Warner, newly appointed as co¬ 
chairperson. Sandra Barnes is 
filling in temporarily as head of 
FOGM. 

New Towns Conference 
Another dream which is a 
reality today is “The Greenbelt 
Conference on New Towns." 
Scheduled for April 23-25, 1987 at 
the Greenbelt Hilton, this inter¬ 
national conference will focus on 
the history and future of 
planned communities throughout 
the world and as exemplified by 
Greenbelt. The Maryland-Nation¬ 
al Capital Park and Planning 
Commission will co-sponsor the 
conference and will assist with 
graphic design work and pub¬ 
licity. The University of Mary¬ 
land Band will take part in the 
conference by playing a free con¬ 
cert of Aaron Copland’s music. 
Copland wrote the original score 
to the film documentary of 
Greenbelt called “The City," pro¬ 
duced for the 1939 World’s Fair. 
The conference is being funded 
in part by a grant from the 
Maryland Humanities Council 
through the National Endowment 
for the Humanities.

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Is the Museum Supported? 

To the Editor: 

On May 14 the majority pres¬ 
ent at the GHI annual member¬ 
ship meeting approved the poten¬ 
tial sale of one or more GHI 
homes for the purpose of creat¬ 
ing a museum. Although the mo¬ 
tion passed by a strong majority, 
only about 100 members, out of 
the 1600 members of the Co¬ 
operative, are now on record as 
being in favor of this form of 
a museum. This number roughly 
corresponds to the number of 
GHI members who have joined 
the museum support organization. 
It is often stated that those who 
do not vote, vote with the ma¬ 
jority. A more accurate inter¬ 
pretation in this case is the ex¬ 
istence of widespread apathy on 
the part of the vast majority of 
GHI members with respect to the 
present museum concept. If GHI 
itself has so little enthusiasm, 
what about the rest of the city 
that is much further removed 
from the history to be remem¬ 
bered ? 

It is crucial to the success of 
any community museum that it 
be strongly supported by its 
neighbors and just not by a large 
infusion of funds from the city 
with the pending substantial tax 
rate increases. There is no indi¬ 
cation of widespread support for 
the present museum concept. 

I still feel strongly that an 
alternative concept for the mu¬ 
seum that would involve the ac¬ 
quisitions of easements on the 
exteriors and yards of several 
homes to restore them to their 
original appearance, and museum 
offices and displays in theHMorth 
End School as well as public dis¬ 
plays at the library, the Center, 
the Utopia and the Municipal 
Building, would reach far more 
people at far less cost. It would 
also preserve the original pur¬ 
pose of the homes: to provide 
housing for people. The proposed 
museum housing approved at the 
GHI meeting is the smallest type 
of two story block home in GHI. 
There is no guarantee whether 
the adjoining home in the duplex 
will ever become available for 
acquisition. The appearance of 
the duplex under the proposed 
museum concept will be a “before 
and after rehab” look after the 
exterior of the museum housing 
is restored to its earlier appear¬ 
ance. 

Finally, I object to the widely 
disseminated disinformation that 
the sale of a GHI unit will have 
no cost impact on GHI members. 
The taxpayers of Greenbelt will 
be paying for the acquisition and

(3) As a source of meeting 
rooms for organizations it has 
unlmiited possibilities. 

(4) A model work shop for 
wood work and ceramics could be 
set up. Think, if you wanted to 
make a mitered joint, bow won¬ 
derful to have the equipment 
available. And, I believe, a ce¬ 
ramic class would be well at¬ 
tended. 

These are only a few of the 
possibilities, A small fee could be 
charged—enough to take care of 
operating expenses. 

Last but not least, North End 
needs a rallying point. We have 
been the step-child of GHI and 
the City long enough. We pay 
taxes, there are as many young 
professional people starting 
homes here as in the south end 
of town and most homes and 
gardens are as lovely as any¬ 
where. Give us a project to be 
proud of and a building and 
grounds beautiful to see, and I 
believe, North Enders will be 
willing to support it, I know, I 
would.

To the Editor: 

Please print my response to 
the two letters printed in the 
News Review on May 8 and May 
15 . . ., which were in opposition 
to a proposed increase in the city 
tax rate. Both letters agreed that 
certain services such as police 
protection, garbage collection, 
road maintenance and other func¬ 
tions which could only be pro¬ 
vided by the collective city should 
be funded by taxes. However, 
funding for items such as bajl 
fields, the swimming pool, tennis 
courts, festivals and other ac¬ 
tivities which are not used or 
desired by some citizens should 
not be paid for by city taxes. 


I would line up with them clamor¬ 
ing for a budget reduction. How¬ 
ever, since most Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents chose to live in Greenbelt 
because of the quality of life, and 
have opted to pay dual taxation 
(county and city) in order to 
have services available to them 
that other communities do not 
provide, I recommend that the 
city council carefully develop a 
budget which meets the needs and 
desires of Greenbelt citizens and 
establish a tax rate to meet the 
budget's needs. 

It is appropriate at this time 
to commend the efforts of Mr. 
Giese and his department heads, 
and the city council for the time 
and effort they have spent in de¬ 
veloping the budget.

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GHI Members Approve Sale ol Home 
F orMuseum,Occupancy RuleChange

Members of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) approved 
two landmark proposals at 
the cooperative's annual 
membership meeting on May 
14: The sale of a GHI unit 
for use as a museum, and 
a change in the long-stand¬ 
ing rule which restriced oc¬ 
cupancy of any unit to close 
members of one family. Both 
proposals were approved ov¬ 
erwhelmingly. 

Revision of the GHI occupancy 
criteria was the most fundamen¬ 
tal change approved by the 
membership. Since the town's be¬ 
ginning. occupancy of the homes 
in the city core has been limited 
to the owner and the owner's 
immediate family. In the past this 
restriction has been described as 
a factor in keeping Greenbelt a 
"family community." The re¬ 
striction has survived several le¬ 
gal challenges, most recently in 
a case decided in 1984. GHI 
President Margaret Hogensen, in 
introducing the proposed change, 
emphasized that such legal chal¬ 
lenges would probably continue. 
She pointed out that this year 
had also seen two legislative 
initiatives pushed at the county 
and state level which would have 
taken the matter out of GHI's 
control. 

Several member hearings on 
the proposed change held over 
the last 18 months showed that 
there is considerable sentiment 
for a revision of the criteria. As 
member Diane Oberg put it, "The 
nature of the community has 
changed a lot in the 50 or so 
years that Greenbelt has been 
around." Pointing to the numer¬ 
ous members' hearings and the 
time the board of directors has 


spent on the issue, she also main¬ 
tained that the rule is not “be¬ 
ing changed on a whim." 

As proposed by the board, the 
change in the bylaws dealing with 
occupancy rules would either al¬ 
low a member to share a unit 
with one unrelated adult or would 
allow two unrelated adults to 
own a unit as joint tenants 
exactly as married couples may 
now. Several speakers at the 
meeting made it clear that they 
favored (or were less opposed) 
to the joint tenancy part of the 
proposal than to the part which 
would allow a member to share 
the unit with a person who would 
have no “stake'* in the unit. This 
position had also been expressed 
in the member hearings which 
preceded the annual meeting. An 
attempt by member Steve Curtis 
to separate the two parts of the 
proposal and allow a vote on each 
half failed to come to a vote when 
the members passed a subsequent 
motion by member Wayne Wil¬ 
liams to put the proposal back 
together. After the question was 
called, the proposal in its orig¬ 
inal form was passed overwhelm¬ 
ingly on a show of voting cards. 

Museum Proposal Passes 

The museum proposal, which 
was the first item of new busi¬ 
ness on the agenda, will open the 
way for the city of Greenbelt to 
acquire a unit (and perhaps 
eventually two units) for a mu¬ 
seum. Plans call for the unit to 
be restored to its 1930 condition, 
demonstrating what a typical 
home in this government-built 
community looked like when the 
town was founded. 

Hogensen reminded the mem¬ 
bers that the vote only would 
give permission for use as a 
museum and that any debate on 
whether the museum is a good 


idea or whether the city should 
spend the money should be pre¬ 
sented to the city council. 

Several members spoke against 
the proposal. Some cited concern 
about decreasing the stock of 
affordable housing by converting 
one or two units to non-residen- 
tial use; others questioned the 
mechanics and propriety of the 
city's having a voice in GHI af¬ 
fairs. The last argument was 
countered by member Matt Am- 
berg, who pointed out that the 
city would have only one vote out 
of some 1600. He quoted the by¬ 
laws provision which limits any 
member who owns more than one 
unit to only one vote. 

When the vote came, it was 
obvious that the members present 
had made up their minds that 
a museum would be a valuable 
asset to Greenbelt and to GHI. 
The proposal passed by a very 
large margin. 

Petition Turned Down 

The membership voted down a 
proposed bylaw change put on 
the agenda by petition. This 
change would have required that 
the membership approve the cor¬ 
poration's rules and regulations 
at future annual membership 
meetings. New rules and regula¬ 
tions and changes to those al¬ 
ready in effect are now made by 
the board of directors. Member 
Lucille Jacoby, speaking in sup¬ 
port of the petition, pointed out 
that members are often not given 
adequate notice of changes in 
rules and regulations or exemp¬ 
tions from them before the board 
acts. 

Hogensen, while maintaining 
the board encourages member 
input, acknowledged that agendas 
for the board meetings may not 
always get adequate or timely 
circulation. Other speakers felt 
that approval of rules and regu¬ 
lations at annual meetings would 
be too cumbersome. Katherine 
Keene, former member of the 
audit committee, commented on 
the time that board members 
spend debating rules and regula¬ 
tions and exemptions to them. 
She also noted that such actions 
are usually supported by commit¬ 
tee reports and comments by 
members and are not undertaken 
hastily. When the question was

called, the petition was defeated 
on a show of voting cards. 

Another member petition ap¬ 
pealing a board decision to ter¬ 
minate a mutual ownership con¬ 
tract was withdrawn before the 
meeting started, Hogensen an¬ 
nounced. 

Board Remuneration Increase 

At the beginning of the meet¬ 
ing, member Steve Polaschik add¬ 
ed an item to the agenda which 
would have provided for an in¬ 
crease in compensation for board 
of directors and audit committee 
members. Polaschik suggested 
that board members be given an 
additional $300 per year and audit 
committee members an additional 
$150. However, a motion to table 
this agenda item to next year's 
annual meeting was approved on 
a show of voting cards. 

Employee of the Year 

Rayetta Henson, an employee 
of GHI for 25 years, was named 
Employee of the Year and award¬ 
ed a plaque at the meeting. Hen¬ 
son is a member of the Technical 
Services and Contract Processing 


Department and, as Hogensen 
noted in announcing the award, 
this position puts her in contact 
with almost all members. This 
wide recognition was apparent in 
the murmurs of congratulations 
which followed Henson as she 
went to the podium to accept her 
award. 

Hogensen also announced that 
member Edward Griffin had been 
named Committee Member of the 
l r ear at the reception held earlier 
for those who serve on GHI com¬ 
mittees. She also said that recog¬ 
nition had been given to the 
members of the Ad Hoc Commit¬ 
tee on Bylaws, who were respon¬ 
sible for getting necessary 
changes in the cooperative's by¬ 
laws formulated for the January 
meeting, where they were adopt¬ 
ed. 

When the meeting started, 
Hogensen announced that 112 
voting cards had been issued, far 
more than the 75 required for 
a quorum. According to the GHI 
staff, more than 140 voting cards 
(and proxies) were issued in the 
course of the meeting.

“Harvey,” the play by Mary Chase now being per¬ 
formed at the Utopia Theater until May 31, is very funny. 
It concerns Elwood Dowd (Glenn Farber), a man with im¬ 
peccable manners, charm and social graces, a member of 
the town’s local aristocracy, but who has an invisible friend 
in the form of a large white rabbit named Harvey. 


He speaks to Harvey, intro¬ 
duces him to people, provides him 
with a chair if needed, and says 
he is a pooka, a spirit in animal 
form. His sister (Marie Tousig- 
nant), who with her daughter 
Minnie May (Phyllis Conroy) is 
constantly embarrassed by El¬ 
wood and his friend, comes to 
feel that Elwood should be insti¬ 
tutionalized for extensive psy¬ 
chiatric rehabilitation. 

.All of this,—mental illness, ef¬ 
forts at incarceration, an invis. 
ible six foot rabbit — hardly 
sounds like the stuff of which 
a good comedy can be made. 
Nonetheless, the play is most 
amusing; much of the dialogue is 
very funny indeed. 

Adele Mund as a local social 
lioness was most convincing and 
marvelously costumed. Phyllis 
Conroy as Myrtle Mae made a 
good adolescent embarrassed by 
a quirky near-relative. As is us¬ 
ually the case with non-profes¬ 
sionals, several of the cast need 
to work for crisper delivery and 
better support of tone to make 
their voices carry better across 
the theater.

night, was rather ragged, with

In a few 
cases, an actor's presentation 
seemed inconsistent with the 
character being portrayed. 

The two sets, the living room 
of the Dowd mansion and the 
reception room of the mental hos¬ 
pital are convincing. They look 
sturdy and the change from resi¬ 
dence to office is done simply 
and accurately. 

Finally, for some reason dur¬ 
ing the last two productions, 
someone on the Utopia staff who 
assembles the brief biographical 
notes on the cast has seen fit to 
put in cutesy-folksy comments. 
This sort of thing belongs only 
when a company is doing just one 
production for the home folks, 
but not if it aspires to being 
considered a serious producer of 
dramas.

year. 

Director of Public Works 
George Smith attributed last 
year's lower salary expenses to 
an unfilled position and to the 
fact that the city was unable 
to fill all the summer jobs. 

Insurance 

As with other budget areas, 
insurance costs for the public 
works department have increased 
significantly. The 1985-86 budget 
allocated $14,700 for insurance 
while actual costs were $23,350, 
leading to an '86-’87 budget fig¬ 
ure of $26,150. 

Maintenance Costs 

Two line items relating to the 
maintenance of equipment show 
significant increases. The auto¬ 
motive equipment maintenance 
fund, budgeted at $40,000 last 
year is budgeted for $71,500 for 
'86-'87. The actual expenses in 
'85-'86 totaled $70,000. 

The multi-purpose replacement 
fund set-aside is proposed to in¬ 
crease from $30,000 to $48,300. 
This fund is a reserve account 
used for replacing equipment 
used for work for several depart¬ 
ments. Giese explained at the 
work session that this increase 
was due to new equipment, a re¬ 
adjustment of the estimated re¬ 
placement cost of existing equip¬ 
ment, and a decrease in the in¬ 
terest earned by the reserves. 

Various street maintenance 
projects are included in the 
budget including $30,000 for con¬ 
crete replacement. Smith ex¬ 
plained to council that many of 
the city's sidewalks are getting 
old and need to be repaired to 
reduce the city's risk of law¬ 
suits. 

The department is also plan¬ 
ning to contract for mechanical 
street sweeping in order to im¬ 
prove the appearance and drain¬ 
age of the city's streets. 

The $31,500 in salary expenses 
for maintaining Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter Mall in the '85-/'86 fiscal year 
exceeded the $23,100 budgeted. 
The ’S6-'87 budget calls for 
$33,000. Giese attributed the in¬ 
crease to council's direction that 
the mall be cleaned daily. 


Trash Collection 

The city trash collection opera¬ 
tion lost an estimated $24,000 in 
the '85-186 fiscal year, with reve¬ 
nues of $311,300 versus costs of 
$335,300. Giese said the depart¬ 
ment did not cut back on per¬ 
sonnel as much as possible since 
they knew that Windsor Green 
was going to resume city trash 
collection in January, 1986 (they 
used a different service in 1985). 
In addition, he said that equip¬ 
ment costs were way over budget 
in '85-’86. 

No change in trash collection 
fees are proposed. 

North End Center 
Giese expressed concern about 
the electrical costs for the North 
End Center. The '85-'86 costs are 
estimated at $5,000 versus the 
$1,500 budgeted. 

While Giese has budgeted 
$5,000 for electrical services in 
'S6-'87 he has requested an in¬ 
vestigation, Assistant Director 
of Public Works J. Paul Williams 
said that they may have found 
the problem, but that if charges 
do not decrease Pepco will be 
asked to certify the meter, 
Giese's budget also proposes 
using $60,000 of the North End 
Reserve funds to remove asbes¬ 
tos from the building. 

Giese reported that he has 
received a proposal to use a por¬ 
tion of the building as artist's 
studios for a rent of $5 per 
square foot. He is obtaining esti¬ 
mates of the minimum cost of 
making that portion suitable for 
studios, and how close the rent 
would come to paying operating 
expenses. 

Capital Improvements 
Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) funds are budget¬ 
ed for use in completing recon¬ 
struction projects, such as road 
and sidewalk construction, for 
Plateau Place, Ridge Road and 
Gardenway, for two new recon¬ 
struction projects on Eastway 
and Hillside Road, and construct¬ 
ing a new sidewalk along Cres¬ 
cent Road from Garden way to 
Hillside Road. 


The reserve for capital im¬ 
provements would be used to fund 
sidewalk and parking lot im¬ 
provements at the Roosevelt 
Center Mall ($80,000), several 
street resurfacing projects bud¬ 
geted but not completed last year 
($128,300), sidewalk replacement 
projects ($30,100) and further 
attempts to solve drainage prob¬ 
lems on Hedgewood Drive 
($14,000). 

Parkland 

The Capital Improvements 
Fund budget proposes just one 
project: $106,000 is budgeted for 


acquisition of 2 private parcels 
of land totaling 3.8 acres sur¬ 
rounded by Schrom Hills Park. 

Equipment Purchases 

The budget provides for $87,- 
200 in equipment purchases from 
the replacement fund including 
a dump truck, an equipment 
trailer, a second leaf vacuum, a 
pavement breaker and a riding 
mower. 

The budget for the Parks Crew 
of the Public Works Department 
was discussed in more detail in 
the May 16 issue of the News 
Review.

would stay, in part, because of 
the convenient location. “I wish 
we got a little more interest.” 

“I had a money-market account 
before, Til do that again. I pre¬ 
fer to have my money in a bank 
after this experience. . . . might 
as well give Mellon a try.” 

The next woman in line was 
taking her money out. While she 
had her money “spread around,” 
she said, it was all in state- 
chartered savings and loans with 
some still frozen in First Mary¬ 
land. “I'm smiling/' she said, 
“occasionally.” 

“I came by this morning and 
came back,” said one very long¬ 
time Greenbelt customer, who 
still did not want to stand in 
line, preferring to return a third 
time. The location is convenient 
Any business done with Mellon 
between May 14 and May 25 
would bd retroactive to May 14 
for interest, he commented, it 
wasn't costing him anything to 
wait. 

Two young men dressed in 
suits talked to each other at the 
edge of the room near the door, 
but made no effort to get in line. 
They were security. Had they 
been needed ? No. Early in the 
morning, they said, one elderly 
man had worried them for a few 
minutes. He was arguing loudly, 
not with Mellon employees, but 
with another customer. 

“Tm making a deposit, my IRS 
refund check. My son took out 
some money to refinance his 
mortgage. I think people are put¬ 
ting in or taking out a little 
bit just to see how it works. If 
anything happens to this place, 
we're all in trouble. The country 
will go bankrupt before Mellon.” 

“I'll leave my big account 
here,” said a white-haired wo¬ 
man. “But I'll keep a small ac_ 
count at Sovran, where I get 


free checking.” 

“I'm just here to get the re¬ 
freshments,” said one man. “If 
Mellon Bank is good enough to 
come into community/' laughing 
at the play on words. “I'm here 
to welcome them.” 

“I am very pleased with the 
situation as it is now. I'll leave 
my money here. (Not having ac¬ 
cess to my deposits) has been 
a major inconvenience. I've had 
my retirement check to live on, 
but the (frozen account) did in¬ 
terfere with buying big things. 
I just heard on the radio there 
was no crisis, no lines.” 

The next two people came in 
to get literature and left. The 
second, an employee at the Credit 
Union next door, was checking 
out the new competition. When 
asked, she said she had helped 
a number of people open new 
accounts at the Credit Union, but 
felt it “was just a coincidence,” 

“It's convenient,” wrapped up 
the answers to all the questions 
for one long-time Greenbelter. 
“I can feel the liquidity,” he said, 
grinning. He thought the new 
bank might lure some customers 
from the Credit Union, where 
he also has an account. 

An elderly couple came in. 
They could not agree on a 
course of action. “I withdrew my 
savings/' said the woman. “He 
left in more than he took out/' 
she said of her husband. “When 
it was Twin Pines, it was just 
beautiful. Everybody trusted 
everybody else. My husband has 
the same account number he got 
when we came to Greenbelt in 
1969.” Not quite sure what to 
make of the new bank, she said, 
“We hear good things, but we 
don't know. We've got to see 
how they work first.” 

“I'm just getting coffee and 
figuring out how they operate. 
Looks like a fairly decent bank, 


as stable as the Maryland banks, 
more stable.” He expressed dis¬ 
satisfaction with the State for 
paying no interest on deposits 
for several weeks. 

“I'll take all my money out,” 
said a woman who claimed to 
have “a lot” in Community for 
two years. “I'll put it somewhere 
else for a time—they've got to 
put the trust back in the sys¬ 
tem.” Community was conven¬ 
ient she said, but she was bitter 
over the Better Business Bureau 
signs “that were all oyer the 
place.” 

“I forgot it was going to open 
today/' said one long-time Green- 
belter who came past the open 
doors but did not go in. “No, 
I'm not going to take money out. 
Not that it's a great sum.” He 
would have “preferred to see a 
Maryland chartered bank here. 
The State sure paid them (Mel¬ 
lon) a lot of money to come in 
here. (Not) the State, we did.”
